LITTLE BOY GETS £25 DAMAGES. 
(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) 

Edward Barrett, aged ten, by his father, 
Thomas Barrett, Digges street, labourer, 
sued Messrs. Woolworth, Limited, to recover 
£50 for personal injuries which he sustained 
on the premises of the defendants in Henry 
street. 

The evidence of the boy and his father 
was that on April 4th they went to the shop 
to purchase Easter eggs. Going down the 
Stairs to the basement the crowd of people 
was so dense that the boy was pushed 
against the bannister, and in that way burt 
his chin and head, the result of which was 
that the boy was dazed. He was treated at 
Jervis street Hospital, and afterwards the 
boy felt pains in his head and his stomach, 
and used to cry out at night. 

Dr. T. J. D. Lane, who saw the boy on 
the 3lst July, said that the scar on the boy’s 
chin had healed, and he came to the con- 
clusion that the injury was a trifling one. 

Mr. John Harrison, assistant manager of 
the warehouse, said he was satisfied there 
was no crowd in the warehouse or on the 
stairs on the day mentioned in the claim. 
When there was a crowd on the stairs a 
member of the staff was always on the stairs 
to direct the crowd. They denied that there 
was any negligence on the part of the de- 
fendants in regard to the safety of the 
customers. 

The Judge held that the defendants were 
responsible, and gave the plaintiff a decree 
for £25, with costs.

PUBLICANS’ APPEALS FAIL.

musicians, delivered only the other day, 
the name of John Field was mentioned 
with high -praise.. This is bat its rightful 
due, since Field was a musician of a —s 
high order, and in his day was esteemed all 
over Europe as.a pianist and composer. The 
Abbé Liszt wrote a book about him, and 
when Kalkbrenner heard Chopin on his 
arrival in Paris he compared the touch of 
the youthful Pole with that of F ield. This 
was a compliment of a very high order in- 
deed, and one can feel the satisiaction with 
which Chopin notes it in his letter which 
describes the rencontre with Kalkbrenner. 
Field was Dublin-born, and Golden lane 
was the place where he first saw the light 
on July 16th, 1782. His father was a very 
good violinist, and his grandfather an 
organist. The child gave every indication of 
reat musical ability at an early age. The 
act was soon noted by his father, who, 
with the grandfather, literally hammered 
his musical education into the poor 
child. Frequent beatings were the order of 
the day until at last he ran away in despair. 
He was compelled to return home after some 
time by starvation, but the beatings evidently 
were not resumed, and shortly after the 
boy. prodigy was apprenticed to the cele- 
brated teacher, Muzio Clementi, for the sum 
of £100, which mnst have been a great sum 
for the poverty-stricken Dublin violinist to 


pay.

SPOHR’S TRIBUTE. 


Clementi taught young Field until his 
22nd year, and regarded him as his favourite 
pupil. He also imparted to him the secret 
of the most beautiful execution, and de- 
veloped in him an unrivalled touch. Un- 
fortunately, Clementi was nearly as renowned 
for his meanness as his virtuosity, and Field 
found little improvement in his hard lot dur- 
ing all the years he spent with the niggardly 
Italian. Clementi compelled him to act as a 
salesman in his piano warehouse, where Field 
had to play for hours and display the in- 
struments to the best advantage. 

Sphor, who knew Clementi well—and 
through him Field—describes in his diary the 
sad hfe of the exiled Irishman—exiled, for, 
of course, Field had to accompany his master 
to St, Petersburg. 

Sphor writes : ) 
accompanied him (Clementi) to his large 

janoforte warehouse, where Field had to play 
or hours in order to exhibit the instruments 
to their best advantage. I still have a vivid 
remembrance of the pale, overgrown youth, 
whom I never saw again. When Field, who 
had grown out of his clothes, sat down before 
the piano, his long arms stretched over the 
keyboard, so that his s:eeves appeared far too 
short, and his whole figure looked awkward 
and English; but as soon as his heantiful 

laying began all was forgotten in listening. 

Tinfortunately I could only express my svm- 
pathy and gratitude to him by a mute clasp 
of the hand, as, with the exception 
of his native tongue, he could 
speak no cther.” Sphor also tells how one 
day he called and found ‘‘teacher and 
pupil with turned-up sleeves before a wash- 
tub, Busily engaged in washing stockings 
and other articles of attire. 


IN ENGLAND. 


Field spent a long time in Russia with 
h's teacher, where he won great fame for 
himself. In 1832 he returned to England, 
where he speedily made a name, and from 
that on toured the Continent extensiveiy. 

He made large sums, but they were soon 
dissipated. At one period of his life he was 
a friend of the dissolute pianist composer, 
Daniel Steibelt—a companionship that can 
have benefited him little. In disposition 
Field was very shy and retiring, but could 
be abrupt and boorish at times. He had a 
strong sense of humour, and could be genial 
and kindly if he chose. His appearance was 
in keeping with his eccentricity, and even 
while playing in public he usually were a 
huge bearskin cloak. 

In order to perfect his technique he dis- 
played a perseverance only comparable with 
that of I’aganini or Paderewski. Often he 
would play a difficult piece of music two 
hundred times in succession, only moving his 
long, pointed fingers, and to steady his hands 
he used to balance coins on the backs of 
them. As a means of reckoning the number 
of times he had played a piece, 
keep a box full of counters ha him, and 
at every repetition he extracted a counter 
until the box was empty. His nervous dis- 
position gained upon him as he grew older, 
and he was known to stop playing when em- 
barrassed by too lond ml se but if the 
andience remained quiet his playing gained 
greatly in beauty and expression. 


BITTER YEARS. 

Field aged rapidly, doubtless on account 
of his bitterly hard youth, and also by 
reason of a most immoderate attachment to 
strong punch and tobacco. There exists an 
interesting account of this odd musician. 
Some friends of his decided to pay him a 
visit one evening. They found him wrapped 
in the famous bearskin, seated at a table 
spread with bottles. He was surrounded by 
a thick haze of tobacco, and received them 
very gruffly. After a time he thawed some- 
what and condescended to play for them. 
which he did with the sweetness and repose 
of which he alone possessed the secret. 

These intemperate habits speedily brought 
him to a state of serious illness, and while 
im Italy he became very ill. After lingering 
in hospital for nearly a year—since his pride 
would not permit him to ask for assistance 
when his money was all gone—he was dis- 
covered by a Russian family which he had 
known years before. They cared for him. 
and soon he was able to give some concerts. 
which were most tuccessful. But death was 
near, and he died in. Moscow in 1837. 
Shortly before his death a kindly woman 
asked if he would like to see a priest or 
minister, Field refused, and denied 
allegiance to any faith. remarking drily, when 
asked if he was a Catholic, Protestant or 
Calvinist—‘“‘ Neither; a pianist.” 

Field did not like Chopin, and belittled 
his gifts, which he termed “un talent de 
chambre.”’ 

As a composer, Field ranks highly, but is 
seldom played nowadays. Liszt, who edited 
his Nocturnes—a form oí music of which he 
was the originator—wrote of them: “ None 
but Field ever conceived such marvellous 
harmonies akin to the olian harp, such 
half-breathed sighs floating and fading away 
on the air. _ What inexhaustible richness and 
variety exist throughout these nocturnes !

TRADE MARKS CASE 
CONTINUED. 


QUESTION OF NAMES OR 
NUMBERS. 


The hearing was continued before the Con- 
troller, Mr. K. A, Cleary, in the Industrial 
and Commercial Property Registration Office, 
45 Merrion square, Dublin, yesterday, of the 
case in which three Irish firms of agricul- 
tural implement rmanufacturers—The Wex- 
ford Engineering Co., Ltd.; Messrs. Phillip 
Pierce and Co., Ltd.,. and Messrs. Wm. 
Doyle and <Jo., Ltd.—challenged and op- 
posed an application by an English firm— 
Messrs. Ransomes, 3ims and Jefferies, Ltd.— 
from the registration of three trade. marks 
which they proposed to use in respect of 
plonghs and plough parta 

Counsel were—For Messrs. Pierce and Co., 
and Messrs. Doyle and Co., Mr. FitzGibbon, 
K.C., and Mr. F. Monks (instructed by 
Messrs. Hayes and Son); for Messrs. Ran- 
somes, Sims and Jefferies, Mr. Battersby, 
K.C., and Mr. L. S. Campbell (instructed 
by Mr. Arthur “ox) 

Messrs. Ransomes, Sims and Jefferies were 
applving for the registration of three com- 
binations of letters — ‘ I.R.D.C.P.,”’ 
“TE R.C.P.,” and “I.D.C.P.' Messrs. Pierce 
epposed the application on the grounds that 
these groups of letters were not capable of 
or adapted to registration, inasmuch as they 
contained no essential particulars; they had 
not been used by the applicants or their pre- 
decessors prior to 1875; they were not dis- 
tinctive of the goods of the applicants, and 
in any case the custom of applying sequences 
or combinations of letters to ploughs and 
fittings was common to the trade. Messrs 
Doyle’s opposition to the application was 


made on similar grounds, 


NUMBERS NOT SUFFICIENT. 

At vesterday’s hearing Mr. FitzGibbon 
produced fifty-three declarations made by 
farmers, traders and auctioneers, among 
whom were members of the Dail and the 
Wexford County Council. The declarations 
were mainly to the effect that ploughs and 
plough parts were ordered by the makers’ 
names, and reference numbers were not 


sufficient to indicate the name of the manu- ‘ 


facturers. 

Mr. FitzGibbon said that the onns was 
on Messrs. Ransomes to satisfy the Court 
that there had been such a general and 
public recognition of these combinations of 
letters that indicated their manuiacturers, 
and made these letters distinctive of their 
coods. In the docurents so far read, Messrs. 
Ransomes had failed to discharge that onns. 
and he thought that they had demonstrated to 
the contrary. 

Mr. Thos. White, chief accountant in the 
firm of Messrs. Pierce. said that the firm 
manufactured ploughs and plough parts of 
their own design, each of which bore the 
firm’s name and a combination of letters, 
and, or numerals for reference purposes. They 
also manufactured parts to fit ploughs made 
by other well-known manufacturers, incind- 
ing Messrs. Ransomes, and they put their 
own reference’ marks on them. but in their 
price lists they always gave the correspond. 
ing marks used by the manufacturer, and 
to indicate the original part made by the 
latter. 

PROCEEDINGS THREATENED. 


Messrs. Ransomes threatened legal pro- 


ceedings against his firm in 1929 for putting | 


identification letters on 
parts made by them (Pierce) to 
fit Ransomes’ ploughs. His firm's 
object was to let the public know the part 
was made by them, and it fitted and was 
capable of replacing a similar part made by 
Ransomes or other manufacturers. Other 
plough makers never made any objection to 
their marks being so used when coupled as 
Pierce’s name either alone or with Pierce's 
separate marks. Putting Ransomes’ marks 
on parts was of no importance to the 
petitioners, who relied for their trade solely 
on their own name and reputation and the 
high-class quality of their goods, so that 
rather than be subjected to preceedings to 
defend a right which was of ro value, the 
petitioners agreed not to put Ransome’s 
marks on parts made by themselves. 
A SPECIAL TYPE. 

Mr. Thos. Traynor, manager of the Loch 
Garmain Co-operative Society, gave evidence 
that when a farmer came te him for a plough 
part he always mentioned the name of the 
maker of the plough—Pierce, Ransome, 
Howard, or other—rarely ever mentioned 
reference letters or numbers. 

Cross-examined, the witness said that if a 
man asked him for a cntter for an 
‘T.R.D.C.P.” plough, he would know it was 
a Ransomes’ plough of a special type. He 
would not feel justified in giving the man a 
cutter made by Pierce or Doyle or the 
Wexford Engineering Company. 

Mr. Geo. W. Warren, farmer and 
auctioneer, said that he never knew ploughs 
by reference letters or numbers. He knew 
them only by the makers’ names or sizes. 

Similar evidence was given by Mr. Jos. 
O'Neill, farmer, Malahide, and Mr. Harold 
A. Lett. The latter said that when ordering 
parts for ploughs he had always to give the 
name of the maker of the plough. 

The further hearing was adjourned until 
to-day.

WIDOW'S COMPENSATION : 
APPEAL WITHDRAWN.

husband, John Curtin, Superintendent of the 
Civic Guard, who, she stated, was murdered 
at the gateway of his residence when re- 
turning from duty at 10.30 o'clock on the 
night of the 19th of last March 

Mrs. Curtin had claimed £15,000, and the 
appeal from the decision of the Circuit Court 
Judge was brought by the County Council 
on the grounds, among others, that the 
compensation was excessive; that the appli- 
cant had failed to prove special malice, and 
that there was no evidence before the court 
that Superintendent Curtin was shot by 
reason of his exertions in bringing dis- 
turbers of the peace to justice. 

Mr. Lavery, K.C., who, with Mr. Lennon 
(instructed by Messrs. James F. Darey and 
Co.), appeared for Mrs. Curtin, stated that 
the County Council had served notice of their 
intention to withdraw the appeal, and, in 
the circumstances, he asked the court to 
strike out the case, with costs against the 
County Council. 

The court, accordingly, struck out the 
appeal, with costs against the County 
Council.

HE main provisions of the projected Housing Bill to be submitted to. 
Dail Eireann were outlined yesterday by General Mulcahy, Minister 


for Local Government and Public Health, when he addressed the dele- 
gates to the Public Health Conference at the Mansion House, Dublin. 


Extended powers will be given to local bodies to deal with the slum 
menace, it was disclosed, and there will be special clauses dealing with 
the position of landlords of slum property in relation to the desires of 


public bodies to erect new dwellings. 


_ The Minister said that, with the earnest co-operation of local authori- 
ties, it should be practicable to provide about twenty thousand houses 


within the next seven years. 


DETAILS OF 


SPATE ASSISTANCE. 


o——— 


General Mulcahy said that in bringing them 
together the Ministry hoped to promote a 
better understanding of the problem, and to 
interest the public in its difficulties. 

Housing. w“ said, was one of the major 
problems in every European country in the 
post-War period. In the last nine years the 
Free State local authorities strove to make 
the best contribution in their power towards 
relieving the housing shortage, and their 
achievement had earned the gratitude of the 
community. . 

Since 1922 house production by urban lecal 
authorities increased by one hundred per cent., 
yet little had been done to ameliorate the un- 
satisfactory conditions under which so many 
of the poorer members of the working-classes 
existed in the principal towns. The time had 
come when they must turn to this particular 
aspect of the housing question, and the bill 
which he hoped to introduce this session would 
aim principally at giving special forms of 
financial assistance to local authorities to 
combat the evil of the slums. 

In outlining the proposals in the bill he said 
that more extensive and simplified powers wil! 
be given to local authorities in three respects 
—first, the clearance of areas in which the 
conditions are so bad that they cannot be 
remedied by other than the demolition of all 
the houses; secondly, the improvement of 
other areas where the conditions are capable 
of being remedied without wholesale demoli- 
tion; thirdly, the repair or demolition of in- 
dividual houses for human habitation. 


SITE VALUE ONLY. 

When a local authority declare an area an 
unhealthy area they will be empowered to 
have the buildings cleared by one of two ways, 
or partly by one and partly by the other. If 
they require to purchase the land for housing 
or other public purposes they will be 
authorised to do so, and the compensation 
payable will be site value only; nothing what- 
ever will be paid for the buildings in an un- 
healthy area. If the local authority does not 
require to purchase the land for re-housing, 
they will be empowered to have the clearance 
done by the owner, and on his default they 
can themselves do the work and recover the 
cost. 

In areas declared by them to be improve- 
ment areas the local authority will be em- 
powered to take such steps as may be neces- 
sary to secure improvement of the housing 
conditions by the demolition and the purchase 
of any land necessary for opening out the 
area and the demolition of any buildings. 


COMPULSION FOR OWNERS. 

More stringent powers will be given to local 
authorities to compel owners of houses to 
keep them in all respects fit for habitation, if 
the houses are such that they can be reason- 
ably made fit, and, if not, the owner will be 
compelled to demolish the house and clear the 
site. Power will also be given to purchase 
derelict sites and utilise them for housing or 
such other public purpose. The compensation 
for these sites will, as in the case of land in 


an unhealthy area, be based on site value | 


only. i sas 

The present State assistance for housing ts 
based on a limited grant of £60 per house, 
but the types of houses built were suitable 
only for the better-paid worker whose wages 
enabled him to pay the rent. 

It is proposed to give greater assistance to 
local authorities for the housing of slum- 
dwellers. While it is proposed to continue 
assistance for the building of houses for 
normal workers, the main financial assistance 
will be towards the erection of single houses 
or flats for persons now living in unhealthy 
areas. 
The State assistance to houses for 

normal workers will be an annual pay- 
ment over a period of about twenty years, 
and will be fifteen per cent. of the loan 
charge on each house. This type of house 
is not expected to cost more than £400, 
and if the cost is not brought within this 
maximum, no subsidy will be payable on 
any excess over £400. . 

On single houses built to re-house 
persons from an insanitary district the 
subsidy will be payable for a period of 
90 years, and will be 30 per cent. of the 
annual loan charge. The maximum cost 
of these houses for subsidy purposes will 
be £350. 

It is recognised that in some of the larger 
centres 1t will be necessary to re-house slum 
dwellers in flats or tenement buildings .on 
the cleared sites. This form of building 
will only be resorted to where virgin land 
is not conveniently situated for re-housing. 


TWENTY THOUSAND HOUSES IN 
SEVEN YEARS. 


Experience has shown that the cost of 
compensation and clearance of insanitary 
houses is very high, and it is felt that where 
such buildings must be provided, a Mh 
form of State assistance must be made avail- 


It is accordingly proposed that this 
type of dwelling be subsidised to the 
extent of 40 per cent., and the loan 
charges for a period of 30 years. The 
maximum cost to rank for subsidy in 
this case will be £450. 

Loans will be available from the Local 

Toans Fund for the purpose of providin

The assistance proposed is on similar lines 
to the assistance to be given to local author 
ties for the housing of normal workers, and 
advances up to 75 per cent. of the cost will 
be made avatlable to societies. 

Assistance will be given fer the acquisition 
by local authorities and repair of tenement 
houses capabl> of being put .nto a halnitable 
condition. It is not expected that this pro 
vision will be availed of outside the larger 
“cities. The intention is that the local 
authority purchase the houses and that the 
State give a grant sufficient to. put thein in 
repair The local authority would then lease 
the houses at a normal rent to a philan- 
thropic or other society, who would under- 
take the maintenance and management of the 
premises.

It has been made abundantly 
clear to ine that grave abuses in the letting 
of cottages have taken place during the past 
few vears, and I earnestly ask the rural] 
delegates to do all in their power to elimi- 
nate them.”’ 

It is also contemplated that funds will 
be made available for the .making of 
advances under the Small Dwellings Acquisi- 
tion Acts, for the building and purchase of 
houses that come within the present limits 
of these Acts. 

“These are,’’ concluded the Minister, ‘‘ che 
proposals that we have in contemplation, and 
which I hope to be able to recommend to 
the Dail this session. They will, if they are 
accepted and our expectations fulfilled, give 
an impetus to the work of wiping out the 
slums.

The Minister for Local. Government and his 
staff had applied themselves to the solution of 
the housing problem in a most creditable 

manner, ‘he Finance Department, how- 
ever, had not given as much assistance as it 
might in the matter of advancing money on 
easy terms. For every £100 borrowed Wex- 
ford Corporation had to pay back £233 6s. 8d. 
If the Department of Finance would lend 
money on better terms the Minister for Local 
Government would soon find the problem of 
housing to which he had so ably applied 
himself, would soon become a thing of the 
past. 


TIMBER-CAGED HOUSES. 

Mr. O'Malley (Department of Local Govern 
ment) said that from investigation it had been 
found that the cost of a permanent house 
was as cheap, if not cheaper, than a tem- 
porary construction. 

Mr. L. Rafter (Borough Treasurer, Water- 
ford) said that they would shortly place be- 
fore the Department a scheme for the erection 
of timber-caged houses, having on the out: 
side three-ineh concrete blocks. His informa- 
tion was that such houses, which would be 
four-roomed, tould be built’ for. the present 
cost of three-roomed concrete dwellings. 

The Rev. David Hall (Dublin) said that 
they stood for an order of civilised life in the 
country that had been steadily rising. Many 
people he had visited in basements and cellars 
were worthy material who could not get a 
chance to obtain houses under the present 
conditions. On the other hand, there were 
people who were not willing to pay what was 
considered a fatr and economic rent. He 
hoped that the coming Housing Bill would 
provide some solution, so that they could go 
ahead and build £210 houses so urgently 
needed at the present time. ; 

Mr. O'Carroll (Ballinasloe) said that the 
outstanding fact was that they could not 
afford to build houses for those who really 
needed them at a rent they could afford to 
pay. In Ballinasloe the first tenders they got 
from builders would have required a rent of 
lls. per week. Eventually they were able to 
build houses which let at 7s. 6d. weekly, but 
these were occupied by Civic Guards and 
mental asylum attendants, who could afford 
to pay the rent. 

Mr. H. O'Rourke, City Architect, Dublin, 
suggested that in future the Government 
should confine their grants and revenue 
arising out of municipal taxation to the 
housing of uneconomic workers. Their policy 
could be extended later to deal with another 
class, the economic workers.

Either the 
wages were too low and the housing costs 
were correct or the wages were a;l right but 
the building costs too high. He did not sup- 
pose that anybody was so optimistic as to 
believe that there was going to be a sub- 
stantial all-round increase in wages. That 
being so, building costs must be drastically 
reduced, because it was ridiculous ‘to have 
houses that even workers earning full trade 
union wages could. not afford, much less 
casual unskilled workers. 


TO REDUCE COSTS. 
There must be huge reductions in housing 
whether by the dilution of skilled 
labour by unskilled labour, or by the im- 
portation of materials, or by inventing new 
forms of construction. 

Whatever the method used, the problem of 
reducing housing costs must be tackled. As 
long as it was ignored they were simply beat- 
ing the air. 

Every area had its own problems, and there 
must be absolute freedom of action in the 
selection of materials, for instance. There 
was throughout the country a tendency to 
impose restraint on the use of new materials, a 
tendency to insist on the use of local materials. 
He thought the balance of social economy and 
the public advantage demanded that the 
claims of local materials must be ignored, if 
they were dearer by even a slight percentage 
than imported materials. 

Mr. J. F. Walsh, Clonmel, also spoke. 

Mr. E. Furness (Kilkenny) stressed the 
necessity for concentration on the building of 
houses for unskilled’ workers who could not 
pay more than 4s. rent for dwellings.

“The Improvement and 
healthy Areas and Derelict S:tes.’ 
This aspect of the housing question. he 
said, formed one of the most urgent and 
dificult problems confronting local autho- 
rities in the larger centres of population. 
The present position in respect of tenement 
houses in Dublin was that approximately 
4,830 of them in central areas were now 
occupied by 25,320 families. . 
the operations of the Dublin Cerporation 
Dangerous Buildings. staff, which dealt with 


800 derelict sites on which formeriv stood 
one or more tenement houses. Mr. Sherlock 
referred to building schemes carried out by 
the Corporation, stating that, on the com- 
pletion of schemes now in hand, the total 
number of dwellings provided would total 
8,252, and total expenditure £4,344,565, ex- 
cluding figures for 1,900 dwellings in com- 
pleted schemes on the recently added district. 
In addition, the Corporation, under the Hous- 
ing Subsidy Acts, had made grants to private 
persons and public utility societies amounting 
to £94,000, and a remission of rates over a 
period of twenty years, equivalent to a capital 
value of £30.000, had also. been granted: .so 
that the total housing expenditure had been 
approximately four and a half millions. 

A satisfactory solution of the problem 
would not be in sight, he went on, until at 
least 10,000 additional new or reconditiona! 
dwellings had been completed. 


TEMPORARY DWELLINGS. 

Referring to some of the difficulties in 
herent in dealing with the honsing problem in 
unhealthy areas, Mr. Sherlock said that. 
regarding compensation for sites acquired, it. 
was desirable that provision be made in the 
new Housing Bill to put this question beyond 
doubt, so that claims for profits in respect 
of concerns trading in unhealthy areas should 
be disallowed. Regarding derelict sites, he 
considered that where any such sites had been 
derelict for not less than five years local 
authorities should be empowered by legisla- 
tion, and through a procedure in the District 
Courts, where both sides might be heard 
without appeal, as to whether the local 
authority may acquire the site with or with- 
out compensation. Provision should also he 
made for cheapening arbitration costs, which 
have been hitherto relatively heavv. 
“As to temporary accommodation measures. 
it occurs to me,” said Mr. Sherlock, “ that 
unused military barracks, and even unused 
jails, if available, might be leased by the 
Government to local authorities for use as 
‘clearing houses,’’ and in Dublin, if neces- 
sary, a city square, such as Mountjoy square, 
or even a convenient site in the Phenix 
Park, might be utilised for the erection of 
cheap wooden dwellings to which persons 
could from time to time be temporarily trans: 
ferred on dispossession pending the building 
of new dwellings for them.” Supplementing 
this, and to meet the permanent demand of 
the surplus population that cannot be re- 
housed, cottage building schemes could be 
carried out in the nearest. suburban areas on 
virgin soil pari passu with the schemes in 
the unhealthy central areas.

The superintendent, who took me under 
his wing, was obviously very proud both 
of the building and his work. He told me 
that the Institute was open to seamen from 
every ship that calls at Dublin. Officers 
and their wives stay in it regularly, and 
the study is found vastly useful by 
members of the navigation school further 
down the North Wall. 


Some Figures. 


The Seamen's Institute has been estab- 
lished since 1856, but this building is only 
a few years old. Nevertheless, from the 
Missions’ report I see that a great deal of 
use is made of it by visiting seamen. Last 
year 5,876 visits were paid to it ; 1,022 sea- 
men attended 35 entertainments in the 
concert hall, and 2,717 turned up at its 
religious Services. Every seaman you meet 
speaks well of the Institute, and that is 
the final test. 

As a result of my visit, I am interested 
to notice that the annual Gift Days and 
Sale of Work will be held on behalf of the 
Missions on the coming Friday and Satur- 
day (23rd and 24th October) at the 
Mansion House. I would recommend any 
of my readers who are interested in really 
valuable—and not unromantic—philan- 
thropy to lend the Missions a hand by 
their presence.

Gaelic in London. 


While Mr. Shaw’s plays are being per- 
formed in Ireland in the native tongue— 
witness the recent production of “ Arms 
and the Man’’ in the Gate Theatre—the 
Scots Gaelic Society in London are carrying 
the war into the enemies’ camp by produc- 
ing Gaelic plays there. This innovation is 
part of an endeavour by the Society to 
revive interest among the Scottish people 
resident in the metropolis, among the 
other functions being lectures and éoncerts 
in the ancient tongue. The director and 
producer of these plays will be Mr. Donald 
Robertson, who has the distinction of being 
the only writer of a modern novel in 
Scottish Gaelic. The movement for the 
revival of Gaelic in Scotland is a very 
strong one, and societies somewhat similar 
to the Gaelic League are springing up all 
over the country. 

It is rather interesting to note that 
Mr. John MacDonald Bannerman, the 
famous Scottish Rugby international, who 
was married last week, is a great Gaelic 
enthusiast.

Berlin's Wonder Hospital.

HERE is a certain fascination about 
13 Alexandra Basin at this time of year; 
for, with the darkening shadows of 
eventide, the busy sounds of dock life cerse 
for the day. <A comfortable feeling of re- 
laxation seems to pervade the atmosphere 
when sunset arrives. Yawning hatchways, 
no longer disgorging cargo, are covered over 
with tarpaulins. Stevedores, interchanging 
jovial chaff, take down their coats from im- 
provised hangers around the deck and wend 
their way towards the dock entrance, their 
boots echoing noisily on the quayside. 
Winches, their feverish work completed, hiss 
ateam as though wearied from exertion, 
while the ship assumes the appearance of a 
big, patient animal which has been stabled 
for the night after the toil of a strenuous 


ay. 

Night falls, and froin the open galley 
door a cheerful pathway of light stabs the 
darkness. The cook hands a big mess kid, 
containing the evening meal, to & sailor who, 
negotiating. an iron ladder with a skill that 
would make a steeplejack énvious, disappears 
into the forecastle. The night watchman, a 
hurricane lamp in his hand, descends the 
gangway, and carefully affixes the light at its 
entrance. Gone are the invaders from the 
shore. and the vessel, her normal routine re- 
stored, settles down as though contented in 
the knowledge that she is once more alone 
with those who share her wanderings. 


A GHANGE OF SCENE. 

Tt is not the lot of every steamer in the 
Liffey, however, to witness such a peaceful 
ending to the day. Seldom can one visit the 
North Wall after dark without finding a 
collier working overtime—a victim of the 
long-necked cranes, balancing huge buckets 
or cruel-looking grabs, which swing restiessly 
to and from her hatchways. Glancing down 
the hold, one can distinguish, through the 
clonds of black smoke. coal-begrimed figures. 
looking eerie in the artificial light, busily em- 
ploved with shovels. A solitary séntinel 
stands on deck, his hand uplifted 
and his eves gined on the scene below. 
Life and death are controlled by that hand; 
for.he is the signaller to. the craneman, and 
is responsible that the .workers stand ‘lear 
before the mighty bucket comes crashing 
down. 

There ate no slackers among these coal- 
feavers; for they are paid by the ton instead 
of by the hour, and the quicker they dis- 
charge the ship the sooner they get to their 
beds. No such comiort, however, awaits the 
crew of the collier. As the weary shovellers 
wend their way homewards, a white and red

The two Head Line vessels are so well 
known in the Liffey that their records may 
be obtained from any quayside critic. He 
ean recall the Melmore Head's arriving in 
the Lifiey with her bow-plates buckled 
through having been caught in the ice, or 
how, last January, she put into Dublin with 
smashed upper-works, received during an 
Atlantic gale. Fortunately, she had no such 
adventures on her present passage from Mon 
treal with general cargo.

from Riga, considers frozen seas As part of 
her day's work, and, during one severe 
winter, was “‘ gripped’’ for five weeks hefore 
she was rescued by ice-breakers. 


THOSE QUAYSIDE COMMENTS. 

Evidence that America has not forgotten 
the Liffey was substantially shown by the 
arrivals of the Bellflower, of Kearny, from 
Baltimore, and the West Cohas, of Seattle, 
from New Orleans, with general cargoes. Both 
vessels are well over 3, tons register, and 
came via Glasgow and Belfast. As a rule, 
American visitors do not remain longer than 
the day, owing to small consignments of 
cargo, and, for this reason, are not very 
popular with the stevedores. The amount 
Is never so smal], however, as that suggested 
by a stevedore, who, when asked by one of 
his mates how much cargo the Bellflower 
was landing, made the caustic reply: ‘A 
case of horn-rimmed spectacles and a packet 
of chewing gum.” 

The Irish Shipping Company has started 
a new live-stock and general cargo service 
between the Mersey and DPmublin, and, last 
Saturday, the Wexfordian made her initial 
passage from Liverpool. As it is an all. 
Irish service, owned” manned and managed 
by Irish interests, it is to be hoped, re- 
marked a quayside critic, that nobody will 
find fault with its patriotism for obtaining 
the use of the wharf and transit sheds at 
Britain quay.

As regards 
the city ‘bus services, he said that the 
Manager had —— him, the Corporation, 
and the general public, and had permitted 
the recent fixing of fares, regardless of the 
great increase made in them, and the fact 
that he was granting the I.0.C. a monopoly. 
A notice of motion already had been handed 
in to transfer such powers to the Corporation, 
but it might be necessary in the meantime 
for the citizens to take the law into their 
own hands, and support any ‘bus company 
which operated an opposition service. The 
uar sar which had been refused permission 
in this case would have had a cheaper scale 


of fares, and the Manager had denied the 


public the benefits of such a reduction. When 
the Corporation got the power he could guar- 
antee that any ‘bus company would get the 
Same facilities as another.

Cumann na nGaedheal, in review-ng the good 
work done by the branch since its formation, 
said that prior to its establishment it was 
found extremely difficult to get the business 
und professional people of the city to take an 
active interest in the work of the Government. 
With the establishment of the Central Branch 
a great accession of strength was brought to 
the Government, dre in no small wav to the 
energies of the o ®2rs and members of the 
branch, : Similar branches have been formed 
in Cork, Limerick, Waterford, Clonmel and 
Sligo, the members of which meet the Presi- 
dent and Ministers from time to time when 
they go down the country. These meetings 
have had a great effect upon — the 
Government policy and administration, and 
the Government had behind them 
every sound business and professional 
man in the country. The activities of the 
branch during the last year could be gauged 
by the County Dublin by-election, whereat 
the Government candidate, Mr. T. Finlay. 
K.C., received the overwhelming majority of 
20,000, due to no other cause than the ener- 
getic canvassing undertaken by the members 
of the branch. In the coming winter they 
would have a series of talks by Ministers on 
pending legislation and various “matters 
affecting the business man of the State, and 
by an exchange of views matters of policy 
and administration would be better under- 
stood. 

The Chairman, Mr. P. J. Lawrence, said 
that the Central Branch had acied as an 
Advisory Board to the Government, and in 
that capacity many suggestions submitted 
were accepted by the Government, and. in 
his opinion, they should go a step further 
and be an educative force in the country. 
He hoped, he said, to double the present 
membership in the course of the next few 
months, as the members had extensive busi- 
ness relations through the country and their 
influence would be yrest, indeed, in spread- 
ing the light. 

Mr. H. M. Dockrell said they would all be 
glad to have a talk or address by the Minister 
for Finance on the Currency question 

The Chairman said that the support of 
Trish manufactures was a matter on which 
the branch could greatly help. The Com- 
inunists, when they came into a country, 
looked round first for the gunmen, then for 
the unemployed, and lastly for the discon- 
tented workers. With these three factors 
present there was a satisfactory field in 
which to start operations with a certainty 
some success. Soviet activities in the 
country are much more general than the 
ordinary citizen realised, and, where possible, 
preferenciial treatment should be given to 
Izish manufactured products.

AN EPISODE OF THE 
EIGHTEEN.-SIXTIES.

OMEWHERE about the middle sixties 
S of the last century, on his ranch in the 
remoteness of Western Australia, the 
news of his brothers death reached Mr. 
Welsh, and his heart grew big with an 
exile’s ionging for home and the places he 
knew as a luy. Day by day the soil of 
Australia seened to him to grow more dry 
and yellow sgainst the thought of the green 
sod of Iveland, until at last he sold out nis 
shieling, and sailed away with his wife for 
his native tand and the estate that had been 
his father’s, and row was his. He was burly, 
with saugnine features, fierce of eye, hot in 
temper, violent of hand, a man altogethe: 
niore suited to the outflung colonial ranches 
than to what seemed to him the toy town- 
lands of Clare, where he was ever stub- 
bing his toes against the prejudices of 
his tenants, and the gentry, with their wives, 
thought. no "aim in ridiculing his colourful, 
blunt speech and his uncouth manners. 
Puzzled, hurt, and proud, he threw the bar- 
rier of solitude between his fellow-landlords 
and himself end his wife. 3 


PERSONAL JUSTICE. 

The buzz of land agitation, in addition, 
bewildered and exasperated him. After his 
cattle had been driven and maimed on him. 
he would sit in his diving-room window over- 
looking the :venue, gun in hand and decantei 
beside him, «ena he would pepper with bucl: 
shot anyone who should think to take a short 
cut across nis land, frightening his own 
household with his mouthing of imprecations 
addressed to the air at large. His sharp- 
shooting brought down on him a police 
summons. Wherenpon he rode in fury te 
Kilrush, entered the barracks, horse and all, 
and lay abont him with a whip. The police 
mastered him at the expense of a weal or 
two, but, scutehow sensing that his hear 
was wounded, showed no resentment, con- 
tenting themselves by sending word to his 
wife to bring him home in the carnage. 


After that episode it was easier to persuade | 


him. when the tails of his cattle were cut, 
to trv for redress by law instead of gun- 
powder. His veighbour, a Mr. Ross, be- 
friended him, bade him lay by the tails until 
the sessions as exhibits, and recommended 
him to put his case into the hands of a 
solicitor named Hilliard. The fateful day 
arrived. Poor Welsh had no experience of 
the courts; thought the law a contriwance 
of the devil, and lawyers attendant demons. 
He slept ill, rose early, and breakfasted out 
of a demi-john, for eat he could not. Ross 
agreed to drive into town to support him. 
They were to have gone in Welsh’s car, but 
the arrangements were altered after Ross got 
to windward of it, for nothing had been done 
ta preserve the tails which, in an advanced 
stage of decomposition, reposed in the boot, 
spreading their effluvia far and wide to the 
inanifest hilarity of the servants. A second 
car was pressed into service, the tails follow- 
ing at a respectful distance in the charge of a 
boy who seemed to have been born without 
a sense of smell. 

On the outskirts of the town Welsh 
suddenly burst into execratious and made to 
leap from his seat to the high-road. “' Pull 
up.” he roared, “let me at him, d n the 
man, he's selling the case.” It immediately 
became clear that Welsh had _ observed 
Hilliard. according to the amenities of the 
Bar. chatting with all friendliness with the 
opposing attorney. The warning shouts of 
Ross awakened Hilliard to the situation, and 
he took to his heels before Welsh could get 
meving. The latter, indeed, sought him the 
length of the town, but made so much noise 
in his rage that the unfortunate solicitor was 
always apprised in time of his presence. 


‘MIND YOURSELF, HILLIARD.” 

The parties did not set eyes upon one 
another again until they met in court, when 
Welsh, who had been somewhat mollified by 
his friend’s remonstrances and explanations, 
had more fuel heaped on the fire of his wrath 
hy reason of the case going against him, a 
fact which confirmed him in his suspicion 
that Hilliard had sold his client to the enemy. 
fe left the court breathing blue murder 
against ‘Hilliard, and tor some weeks ostenta- 
ticusty carried a horsewhip with which to dust 
the attorney's coat should he happen on him. 
The meeting did not take place, for no solici- 
tor was ever so slippery. He slid through 
doors like a ghost and over walls like a 
hurdler. It was enough for a practical joker 
to shout, ‘’ Mind yourself, Milliard. here's 
Welsh dowr the street,” and poor Hilliard 
was on the run again. With the passage of 
time, however, all memorv of the incident 
faded from the minds of all save the parties 
primarily concerned. 

It happened the following vear that Welsh 
had business in Ennis at the time of the 
Assives. Arriving late. he found all the hotels 
overfowing. He fumed and fretted, hut at 
Inst, nereed fo shore a room in the Old Hotel, 
if they could make a bed for him. Hilliard. 
tired with a day's work, retired to hed un- 
aware that his arch enemv was under the 
same roof. Meanwhile Welsh, inflamed with 
punch and reminded of his age-old grievance 
hv the presence of members of the Bar at 
table. was amusing the coffee-room with his 
furv and his thrests, At last he retired, 
opened the door of his bedroom. looked with- 
out recognition on the huddled form of his 
room-mats en the second bed, took off his 
eo“-t. and fell to pacing the room as he dis- 
rebed, talking to himself and passing in re- 
view what hé wonld and would not de if he 
“ot within striking distance of the solicitor. 
The noise awakened the second party, and 
the horr:fied eves which neened from beneath 
the enwerlet nnan the disturher “f his renose 
were the cves of none other than Hilliard 
himself

Kilrush Labour 
Dispute. 


Justice’s Warning and 
Appeal. 


a vane 
From Our Own CORRS*?ON DENT. 
AILRUSH.: Tuesday. 


HE recent labour troubles in Kilrush — 
T were alluded to by District Justice ~ 
Gleeson in the Kilrush District Court 
to-day. There was, he said, a very serious 
situation in the town which had resulted in 
a batch of summonses being issued for 
assault. He gave fair and ample warning 
that a continuation of the situation would 
be met by swift and stern justice. It was 
an intolerable state of affairs. to find that 
people could not pursue their ordinary avoca- 
tions pecause of the activities of a gang of 
rowdies, who went around assaulting people 
and injuring public property. That would 
have to stop definitely and at once. If not 
the parties would be dealt with in a manner 
very unpleasant for ihemselves. So far as 
ie was concerned he would impose the 
maximum sentence of six months imprison- 
ment with hard labour on any person 
charged and convicted before him in connec- 
tion with these riots. 

“T think,” continued’ the Justice, “that 
it is tragic in the extreme to find that in a 
small community like Kilrush a dispute 
cannot be settled in a Christian and manly 
way without resource to hatred and violence. 
i am charged with maintaining the peace 
of the district by extreme measures, if neces- 
sarv, but the last thing | wish to do is to 
resort to extreme measures. From this Bench 
i appeal to the parties to this dispute to be 
men, not savages. Everyone of you who 
ave now at cross-purposes will have to live 
with your brother men, and the issues which 
now seem so big to vou will assume very 
small dimensions in a short time. 


APPEAL TO WORKERS. 


‘If you oentinue a campaign of violence 
vou will deeply regret many of the things 
vou may now say or do. I have great faith 
in the decency and Christianity of the 
workingmen of this country. If | had to 
look for Christianity anywhere I would seek 
it in the homes of the poor, working people 
before seeking it elsewhere 1 would 
earnestly ask every working-man engaged in 
this dispute to seek guidance from the 
Almighty God in the first instance, then 
interview your priest and other persons of 
intelligence and influence in the town with 
the object of settling this tragic dispute, 
which has brought so much trouble. Violence 
will do no good *o anybody or to any cause. 
God knows that we have seen enough of the 
evil fruits of unlawful violence. We have 
seen it in ciational affairs, aud we have seen 
it in our own lives. I ask the workers to 
make a God-fearing. decent effort to settle 


‘this dispute. and if there is anything I can 


d» to help T will do it. 

‘To the employers of labour in this town 
I would also address tn appeal. I ask them 
to make sacrifices if necessary in the cause of 
peace. Í ask them to enter a conference, and 
I trust that when I next visit Kilrush the

THE SUMMONSES. 


Superintendent Feeney said that there were 
several summonses pending ir connection 
with reeent scenes in thé town, and if a settle- 
ment of the dispute was arrived at he would 
not issue those summonses. 

District Justice—I do not think it will be 
necessary to issue them. [.have faith in the 
hard-working men of Kilrush. who have 
either heen badiv led or badly advised. 

Mr. Joseph Hughes, a Labour tepresenta- 
tive on the local Urban Council, said that if 
the District Justice could arrange a con- 
ference between the emolovers ond labour it 
would settle the dispute. 

The District Justice said that he would do 
what he could. 

When the court proceedings had ended, the 
Justice had interviews in his ;.rivate room 
with representatives of the various parties 
to the dispute. 

‘he Justice visited Canon 
Hogan, P.P., with the object of making 
arrangements for the provosed conference, 
which, it is felt, will lead to « settlement of 
the dispute. 

Pending the decision of the conference 
labour withdrew all pickets from outside the 
business premises of certain merchants in the 
town.

‘can be fulfilled. One of those functions 


is made prominent to-day by the» 
proceedings of the Public Health Con- 
ference, which we report elsewhere. 
No country can prosper which denies 
the elementary decencies of life to 
its poorest classes, and the housing con- 
ditions of Dublin and other cities con- 
stitute a brutal denial of such decenctes. 
Hitherto the housing problem has been 
tackled in a tentative and piecemeal 


fashion, but there are welcome signs that 


at last the public conscience has been 
aroused. The Dublin Corporation’s new 
policy for the slum problem ‘is Hamlet’s 
'‘ Reform.it altogether,” and in this policy 
it will receive the active assistance of the 
Free State Government. In all previous 
housing schemes the Corporation’s hands 
have been tied by lack of money and by 
lack of legal powers to combat the short- 
sighted selfishness of vested interests. 
Yesterday the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment explained to the Public Health Con- 
ference the salient features of the Housing 
Bill which he hopes to introduce during 
the present session of the Otreachtas. The 
bill will help local authorities throughout 
the Free State to build houses of various 
sorts, but its chief object is the pro- 
vision of cheap and healthy accommoda- 
tion for the very poor. 

Financially, the bill is based on a system 
of subsidies to local authorities, which will 
increase in proportion to the poverty of 
the proposed tenants. For instance, the 
State’s assistance to houses for normal 
wage-earners, requiring houses at a cost 
of about £400, will be an annual payment 
over a period of some twenty years, and 
will be 15 per cent. of the loan charge on 
every house. The real slum-dwellers will 
need larger aid, and, in cases where they 
must be re-housed on cleared sites, new 
flats or tenement buildings will be sub- 
sidised to the extent of 40 per cent., and 
the loan charges will cover a period of 
thirty years. Mr. Mulcahy hopes that 
help may be forthcoming from public 
utility associations and _ philanthropic 
bodies. Even more important, perhaps, 
are the bill’s provisions to surmount the 
obstacles of private greed and apathy. They | 
seem to be reasonably drastic, and public’ 
opinion will support the Oireachtas if 
it decides that they are not sufficiently 
drastic. If the bill becomes law, the 
Dublin Corporation and other local 
authorities will be endowed with extensive 
powers for the clearance and acquisition 
of slum areas. These powers will vary in 
severity with the nature of the slum con- 
ditions, and in the worst parts of Dublin 
the Corporation will have a virtually free 
hand. No longer will it be obstructed by 
slum-owners who demand for a derelict 
tenement house the value of a residence in 
Merrion square. The Corporation will 
be able to enter into possession of un- 
healthy and areas, will 
purchase the land at a compensation that 
will represent site value only, will remove 
the old buildings, and will rebuild under 
the terms of the new Act. Furthermore, 
having scheduled an area as unhealthy, 
th Corporation can compel the owner to 
clear it at his own cost. 

Unfortunately, the crux of the whole 
problem remains, and Parliament cannot 
deal with it. The inflated cost of house- 
building threatens to defeat the State's 
most careful designs and to extinguish 
the public’s most ardent hopes. Mr. E. P. 
McCarron thinks that, by truly economic 
management, three-roomed flats can be 
built for £450; the Reverend D. H. Hall 
has visions of a workman’s dwelling at 
£210. Even these prices, which are still 
mere ambitions, represent rents that the 
submerged slum-dweller could not pay. 
The truth is stated frankly by Mr. 
Monahan, the City Commissioner for 
Cork— “ there must be,” he says, “ huge 
reductions in housing costs.” Whether 
those reductions are to come through lower 
profits for architects and builders, through 
lower wages of workmen, or through the 
dilution of skilled labour by unskilled 


labour, they are an essential condition

of housing reform. Here is a direct 
challenge to the Free State’s boasted 
Christianity.

What 
an irony it will be if the Free State, 
having throttled sedition, is killed by the 
cost of houses! 


A Balkan Conference. 


The Dolma Baghtche Palace on the 
Bosphorus saw a strange inversion of old 
doctrines when the Second Balkan Con- 
ference met in it yesterday. Here, in 
other days, Sultan Abdul Hamid II. 
pursued, with remarkable success, his 
policy of divide et impera; now, under 
the presidency of the Turkish Republic’s 
Prime Minister, the free Balkan nations 
have assembled to make common cause 
towards their individual and collective de- 
velopment. Last year the first Conference 
was held at Athens immediately before M. 
Venizelos’s visit to Angora, and views were 
exchanged usefully, though informally, 
between the delegates of the six nations 
which were represented. On this occasion, 
too, the informal character is preserved, 
but the proceedings will enjoy a greater 
importance owing to the reconciliation 
between Turkey and Greece. While no 
offensive and defensive alliance exists, 
there is a presumption that, if one country 


were attacked, both would present a united |

which Abdul Hamid cherished so astutely ; 


But certain points of contact are being 


forced upon them by economic and 
political necessity. Moreover, the Greco- 
Turkish example has instilled a wholesome 
anxiety to share in such benefits as co- 
operation may confer. The agenda before 
the Conference is wide in its scope and 
embraces, according to the Correspondent 
of The Times at Stambul, all manner 
of difficult issues—notably the unifica- 
ifion of, laws and the establishment of 
a single currency, with a Central Bank 
for the participating States. Such a goal, 
perhaps, is not impossible of attainment. 
Simpler aims, however, are Customs agree- 
ments leading to a Customs union and the 
creation of an inter-Balkan Chamber of 
Commerce. A plan to restrict production 
by the tobacco-growing countries is but a 
trifling item in this ambitious programme. 
The task will not be easy; for Balkan 
dissensions have bred a vested interest 
which battens on the fomenting of 
troubles; and Hassan Bey, the Vice- 
President of the Turkish Grand National 
Assembly, who will act as chairman, will 
have need of great address if bad temper is 
to be avoided. A reported intention of the 
Bulgarians to’ raise the ever dangerous 
minorities problem is a case in point. We 
trust that steady progress will be made. 
The welding of the Balkans into a 
political and economic block will diminish 
the present tendency of certain States to 


and the Turkish and Greek elements in 
the confederation ought to prevent excur- 
sions in the direction of racial adventure. 


The Unseen Audience. 
By the end of September 3,950,577 


listeners had taken out wireless licences 
in Great Britain, and by the end of this 
month, as we read, the number is ex 
pected to be well over four millions. An 
expert calculates that every wireless set 
““feeds,” on an average, three persons 
and, possibly, four. Thus, in Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland alone, 
between twelve and sixteen millions of 
people listen in to the broadcasting pro- 
grammes. We can realise from these 
figures the tremendegs influence that 
broadcasting must exercise for good and 
for evil. Between twelve and sixteen 
million people in one State have acquired 
the opportunity to hear good music, to 
enjoy good plays, and to listen to instruc- 
tion in every branch of knowledge by 
eminent authorities. On the other hand, 
when we consider these figures, can we 
doubt that broadcasting, if directed 
unscrupulously, could be the instrument 
of virtually unlimited evil? It is un- 
natural that an invention of such 
significance should remain merely a 
vehicle of entertainment; yet the possi- 
bility of its abuse is so easy that few 
thinking men would relieve it from its 
present restrictions. The human voice 
has a power of persuasion denied even 
to the printed word; furthermore, it can 
make a direct appeal to people who never 
trouble to open a book or a journal, and 
to a far wider circle of them than any 
book or journal could reach. We do not 
believe in State control; but a _ strict 
supervision of the broadcasting pro- 
grammes is necessary in every land. Un- 
controlled, they constitute a potential 
menace whose like never has been known 
hitherto.. Directed wisely, they may be 
not only the source of constant entertain- 
ment, but a means towards education in 
the highest and widest sense. 
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Quick Luncheons. 


Paris is a conservative city in matters of 
eating, but the old conservatism is going 
down before the need of haste. While 
glittering restaurants and sociable cafés 
are closing their doors, one after another, 
quick-lunch and automatic bars are 
springing up everywhere to take their 
place. Thus the American octopus spreads 
its tentacles over the last stronghold of a 
leisurely past—the table. They do not 
dine now in Paris; they eat “ sur le 
pouce.’’ They do not sit down with decent 
pomp and ceremony, but enjoy a “ bar 
dégustation.’’ It is comforting to learn 
from the Daily Telegraph that this in- 
formality will not necessarily be reflected 
in a decline of French cooking, but that 
a deliberate effort is being made to apply 
its best rules to the preparation of 
‘‘ snacks.”’ Nevertheless, something must 
suffer, and, even if Gallic courtliness does 
not go by the board, Gallic dietetics pro- 
bably will have a word to say. This has 
been called the neurasthenic age; but 
Juvenal observed very similar phenomena 
in the Rome of his time, and did he not 
ascribe them to inadequate digestion? 
Anyhow, the quick-lunch bar is asserting 
its sway throughout the world. It is 
rampant in America, though never likely 
to regain the popularity that it enjoyed 
when a free lunch was thrown in with a 
bottle of beer. The London “ business 
man’s lunch ” fills its tens of thousands 
in the day, and has extended its dominion 
throughout most commercial cities ; nearly 
every restaurant in Belfast, for example, 
supplies something of the kind. Dublin 
is still comparatively immune; despite 
everything, she is a leisurely city, and 
long may she remain so.

The National Campaign. 


While it is uncertain what will happen 
in the Midlands and other great indus 
trial centres next Tuesday, it is thought 
that the South of England will he almost 
solid for the National Government and 
that an overwhelming majority of th, 
seats will go to Conservatives, with , 
certain number of Nationa] Libera}, 
London is expected to return a big 
majority of Government supporters, sinee 
the electorate is strongly in favour of 
some form of tariff measure to keep out 
dumped goods. It has been something of 
a surprise to the National workers to fing 
so many people keen on developments in 
this direction. Im many cases the ideas 
of the electors are beyond their candidates 
There appears to be a growing opinion 
that free trade is answerable for much of 
our present difficulty, and that the sitya. 
tion may be adjusted by the jndicions 
use of tariffs. This is not altogether a 
good thing; for, while tariffs mav he one 
of the weapons which Mr. Macdonald wil] 
be compelled to use, he gives no guarantee 
that he will use it withont absolyte 
necessity. A big section of the electorate 
1s being encouraged to believe that tant, 
will come into operation without ans 
great delay. 


Russian Credits. 


It is probable that, when the National 
Government is installed, a number of nev 
economies will be devised, and it x 
possible that among them will be the dis 
bandment of the Export Credits Depart 
ment, since the losses have been in excess 
of premium income, and the Russiap 
credits, granted so freely; have resulted 
in some unfortunate experiences. It is 
said that the comparative lack of success 
attendant on the Government's efforts in 
this direction was partly due to bad under. 
writing. Russia sells her goods largely in 
this country, but her chief buying is done 
in the United States, with the result that 
she incurs a heavy loss on the exchanze 
owing to conversion of sterling into 
dollars. The loss is about 25 per cent 
and, if Russia made her purcha->s here 
she would save very considerably on the 
cost of obtaining credits. This means 
that the British Government, throuzh the 
Export Credits Department. has been 
guaranteeing Russian credits fo the 
British shipper, and thus indirectly has 
been helping the United States. 


France and America. 


There is an impression in France and 
the United States that the financia) aspect 
of the conversations between the tm 
countries may assume much greater pro 
portions than are contemplated at present. 
M. Laval’s visit to the United States does 
not stand alone: for two prominent 
officials of the Bank of France je lett 
for New York, where they will confer with 
the directors of the Federal Reserve Bank 
and President Hoover at the same time. 
and, possibly, on the same subject. MV. 
Laval’s visit will be brief: for he is due 
back in France on the first of next month. 
so that his sojourn in the United States 
will amount to less than five dars. 


French Art for Britain. 


he preparations for the French Fr- 
hibition which will be held in the 
Galleries of the Royal Academy at 
the New Year are well under war.

that visitors come from all parts of the 
world to see it.

Assurances have been given 
that France will lerd 500 pictures from 
public and private galleries. and it is 
certain that these wil] he supplemented 
by loans from owners in Britain and other 
countries. The United “tates, which have 
absorbed so many great examples of later 
French art during the jast thirty rears 
are expected lend famous pictures " 
Daumier, Manet, Monet. Renoir and 
Cézanne. The romantic side of French 
art, typified by Watteau and Fragonard. 
will be seen to great vantage on the 
walls of Burlington House: but for many 
of the best pictures of the eighteenth com 
tury visitors will he directed to the 
Wallace collection, which is unrivalled 
this respect.

He proposed that a conference be called 
of the Fianna Fail, Labour, the Bishops 
and the Government party, and also that 
invitations be sent to representatives ol 
hot those parties at which the bill was 
aimea in order to give them an oppor- 
tunity of putting forward their grievances 
to see if seme broad action could be taken 
to redress the present evils of the country. 

EFFECT ON BUSINESS. 

Mr. B. Maguire, T.D., Leitrim, said 
that all those present were agreed on one 
line of action, and that was to protest 
against the bill. They were there, how- 
ever, for a more important business— 
namely, to find some basis of solution for 
the discontent that prevailed. A confer- 
ence such as had been suggested was, in 
his opinion, the only way by which that 
solution might be found—a conference not 
alone representative of the official parties 
in the Dail, but of the parties against 
whom the measure was ostensibly aimed. 

The Coercion Act was injuring the busi- 
ness of the country, particularly in the 
provinces, where people were afraid to 
come into the towns to transact business. 
If that was so at home, people from other 
countries would surely not be anxious to 
come across and do business here. The 
result of the bill would be injury to the 
trade and credit of the country and a 
weakening of its finances. There was no 
occasion whatever for the passing of the 
Act. There were no forces in the country 
to-day that had not existed for the past 
hundreds of years in various forms and 
strengths, and there was no more danger 
from those forces than had existed in any 
time in his memory. 


THE ANTI-GOD POLICY. 
Mr. M. J. Kennedy, T.D., said they 


should endorse the statement of Mr. 
Frank Aiken, T.D. * He thought that 
Fianna Fail would be better out of the 
Dail. He did not believe that any Irish- 
man was imbued with anti-God motives, 
but if there was one precursor of anti-God 
policy in this country it was the Minister 
for Industry and Commerce, who said that 


Irishmen and women would starve, and | 


it was not the duty of the Government to 
save them. The Government

Mr. T. Maguire, Westmeath County 
Council, said that, fortunately or un- 
fortunately, the bishops wielded great 
power in this State, and without them the 
Government could not have passed the 
bill.

Mr. J Hunt, Sligo County Council, who 
acted as secretary. said the fact that 
Catholic: adopted Communistic methods 
was being ignored, and meant that there 
were circumstances that made Com- 
munistic methods appear favourable, and 
showed there was something wrong. with 
the present economic system. The fact 
that Catholics were willing to adopt such 
methods would seem to indicate that their 
poverty was very great.

TOKYO, Tuesday. 

HE ‘solution of the Manchurian dis- 

pute now hangs upon China’s answer 

to the demand by Japan that she shail 

first of all recognise Japan’s . right im 

Manchuria under the terms of ‘existing 
treaties. 

This, at least, is the view in official 
circles here. Japan has insisted on. this 
point being settled before she will agree 
to withdraw .her troops and proceed with 
negotiations. 

The atmosphere to-day has become dis- 
tinctly more hopeful, but officials here 
are anxious that Japan’s existing rights 
shall be recognised, at least in principle, 
before negotiations are opened. The 
present situation in Manchuria 1s largely 
due, they declare, to irritation at the 
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failure by Nanking to accord these rights. 

Among the Treaties which Japan con- 
siders binding is the Sino-Japanese Treaty 
of 1915. Nanking has never recognised 
the validity of the Treaty, which it con- 
tends was signed under -duress. Tokyo 
says, on the other hand, that if Nanking’s 
contention were correct then many 
Treaties, including that of Versailles, 
which gave rise to the League of Nations, 
would also be void. 


FIVE OTHER POINTS. 


‘In addition to the question of Treaty 
there are five other essential 
points which Japan insists that China 
shall recognise in principle before 
Japanese troops in Manchuria withdraw 
to their old positions in the railway zone. 
These have been submitted confidentially 
to M. Briand, Sir Eric Drummond (Chief 
of the League Secretariat at Geneva), 
and to Mr. Stimson, Secretary of State 
at Washington. 

According to a statement in authorita- 
tive quarters the five points are :— 

1—Japan and China shall give a 
mutual .pledge of non-aggression as a 
guarantee of each other’s territorial in- 
tegrity. 

2—All forms of anti-Japanism, includ- 
ing the boycott, to be called off perma- 
nently. 

3— Assurances of the safety of Japanese 
lives and property to be given. 

4—Payment to be made for railways 
built with Japanese money and the exist- 
ing agreements for railway construction 
in Manchuria to be recognised. 

5—Existing Treaty rights, including 
the question of Japanese land leases in 
Manchuria, to be recognised. 


DR. WANG’'S SUCCESSOR. 


The belief that Mr. Eugene Chen, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs of the rival 
“ Government ” in Canton, may shortly 
become Chinese Foreign Minister, has 
raised hopes here of a specdy settlement of 
the dispute. Although cfhcial: confirma- 
tion of the rumour is naturally lacking, it 
is stated in well-informed circles that Mr. 
Chen has informally intimated his readi- 
ness to open direct negotiations with 
Japan if he comes into power. 


GENEVA WAITING.

GENEVA, Tuesday. 

To-day the League Council has been 
rather impatiently marking time, pending 
the receipt of replies from Japan and 
China to the draft proposals for a settle- 
ment forwarded yesterday. There have 
been no meetings of the Council, and 
individual talks have been confined to the 
absolute minimum. 

Lord Reading, in one of the few per- 
sonal talks of the day, called on M. 
Briand, and, it is understood, mentioned 
the need for expediting matters. 

A canard about an alleged request by 
China to Great Britain and France to send 
troops to Manchuria has helped somewhat 
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t> enliven the dull hours of waiting, and 
is ridiculed on all sides. British official 
circles deny having received any such 
request. 

No official arrangements have been made 
for a meeting to-morrow, but there will be 
a private one if, as is expected, the 
Japanese reply is received. 


BRIAND’S NEGOTIATIONS, 


Though neither confirmation nor denial 
is forthcoming from the Japanese delega 
tion as to the correctness of the Tokyo 
story of five points which Japan is anxious 
for China to recognise, it is admitted that 
negotiations are, in fact, proceeding along 
somewhat analogous lines between Mr. 
Yoshizawa and M. Briand, acting on 
behalf of the League Council. 

The Chinese delegation denies all know- 
ledge of the five points. 

The statement from Washington yester- 
day to the effect that Japan has now 
withdrawn her opposition to American 
participation in the League discussions Is 
considered in Japanese quarters here to be 
a trifle misleading. 

It is pointed out that Japan has no 
chiection to the présence of Mr: Prentiss 
Gilbert at the deliberations, but is anxious 
that the constitutional :question rai 
should not be ignored.

PORT OF SPAIN, TRINIDAD,

SENSATIONAL story of modern 
piracy has been reported by a wire- 
less message which has just reached 
Trinidad. 

According to this. message from the oil-- 
tanker Justina, the Mexican steamer 
Superior, bound for the Chicle plantations 
with one hundred and ten passengers on 
board, was attacked at sea by Venezuelan 
revolutionaries. | 

The Justina, on its way from Cufacao 
to Maracaibo, came upon the Superior, 
which was sending out 8.0.8. messages. 
She seemed to be in a battered condition, 
and the Justina towed the incapacitated 
vessel into Lake Maracaibo. 

The revolutionaries are reported to have 
landed at a point on the Venezuelan 
coast, between Puerto QGuiterrez and 
Zazarida, in the State of Falcon. 


REBELS WELL ARMED. 


They are said to be well equipped with 
arms and ammunition. 

General Leon Jurado, the Venezuelan 
commander, with two hundred troops, has 
left the City of Coro to meet the invaders. 
Further reinforcements, in the command 
of- General Vicencio Perez, have left 
Maracaibo to support General Jurado. 

The Superior is a vessel of 1,000 tons, 
and is registered at Vera Cruz. . 

This incident recalls the dramatic attack 
a year or so ago on Willemstad, the 
capital of Curacao, which is only @ short 
distance from the Venezuelan coast. In 
that case the rebels, having congregated in 
the Dutch island, seized the contents of 
the town’s armoury and commandeered a 
vessel lying in the harbour to land them 
in Venezuela. Their insurrection was 
speedily suppressed, as it received no local 
support, and the leaders were subse- 
quently executed.

MR. THOMAS ON 
RETURNING CONFIDENCE. 
Mr. J. H. Thomas, at Derby last night, 

spoke of the signs of returning confidence 
under the National Government, and said 
that the unemployment figures had de- 
creased by 58,000. In the past three weeks 
150 definite applications had been received 
from foreign firms for factory sites in this 
country.

In the boot and shoe trade business was 
more brisk, and nearly every factory in 
Northampton was supplied with orders for 
some time ahead.

istons especially and cylinder blocks, it was 
urged, might be made to uniform specifica- 
tions, and the system might have been 
adopted had there been a similar ufliformity 
regarding the requirements of motorists. The 
standard motorist did not develop, and in his 
absence the system failed to make headway, 
but there has been standardisation of prin- 
ciple where the désirability of the practice 
has been demonstrated. Tyres, for instance, 
rovide an outstanding instance of the 
enefits of uniformity, and to.a lesser extent 
the same applies to wheels, starters, 
carburetters and similar details, but the neéds 
cf motorists are so diversified that uniformity 
cannot be carried much further than at 
present. ; 
This year there is a further departure from 
the principle of standardisation, both “n- 
engine .details and bodywork. In _ three 
notable instances, the Hillman Wizard, the 
Vauxhall Cadet. and the Morris Cowley, a 
choice of two engine powers is given on one 
model. This departure is a praiseworthy 
effort to meet the wishes of all sorts of car 
users, but it is incontrovertible evidence that 
the standard motorist does not exist. Further 
evidence is provided in the practice of several 
important manufacturers of giving choice of 
more than one size chassis with the same 
engine, while in bodywork the ange from 
which putchasers may select is wider than 
ever. Some require a moderate size car with 
the utmost power, and others are anxious to 
secure the largest body available, with ab 
engine of moderate power. In addition to 
these two classes, there aré those who call 
for the smallest car, irrespective of power, 
and others who demand the largest car and 
the most powerful engine. In face of the 
diversity of the inquiries they receive, it is 
not surprising that manufacturers have been 
compelled to depart from the policy of strict 
uniformity im their productions. int 


BODYWORK. 


On the subject of bodywork, it has been 
mentioned that there has been a revival of 
interest in the open car. An overwhelming 
majority of the cars ordered for 1932 are 
saloons, but in more casts than had been 
anticipated open bodies have been specified. 
This tendency did not show itself until the 
Olympia Show opened, and there is reason to 
believe that it had its origin in the attractive- 
ness of the open cars on view. ‘They are of a 
new pattern, and may be described as '' sports 
four-seaters,”’ for while the front seats and 
bonnet and radiator are typical of sports 
models, the rear seats are given a greater 
degree of comfort, and the sides of the body 
have been raised at the back to afford more 
protection to the passengers. The result is a 
pleasing body, with a distinctly modern 
appearance, and giving the rear passengers 
the same comfort and space as in a touring 
car. Weatherproof curtains are so efficient in 
these days that this type of body may have 
quite a vogue in the “oming season. 


WOMAN WANTS TO KNOW! 


A few years ago the —— at Olympia 
were concerned more with the bodywork than 
with the mechanical details, but this year 
the men yar to be paying more attention 
to size of body, while the women are looking 
into the mechanism, especially with regard 
‘to accessibility of the parts which may re- 
quire attention. Several women have made 
inquiries regarding the exact parts that must 

removed to decarbonise the engine. One 
remarked that the language in-the garage 
was fearful when the parts removed for the 
purpose of decarbonisation were being re- 
assembled. In This particular instance she 
considered that the removal of the radiator 
would render the piston tops more accessible, 
and she mentioned that she would like to 
see the radiator taken off This operation 
could not be performed at the show, but a 
‘promise was given that she should be given 
an opportunity of seeing a radiator removed 
and replaced.

These questions are not without value, and 
in one case they resulted in an improved 
location of the filler cap of the petro] tank 
being noted.

THE ANNUAL REPORT. 


; The report stuted:—The Board 1s happy 
to record that during “the. year 1950-51 no 
serious trouble occurred im the business of 
any of the members of the Federation, and 
in those cases Whére there were ‘disputes they 
were settled in -a- manner. gutislactory to 
concerned, and without a dislocation of 
- business | ! | . 
The result of the action of the Federation 
proved once again the valu’ of the, existence 
of an orgariisation to which disputes can be 
referred with a certainty that they will 3e- 
ceive careful, impartial, and judicious con- 
sideration. 

It is gratifying to know that the repre- 
sentatives. of . Labour appreciate that the 
Federation provides a venue fr the friendly 
and sympathetic consideration of such 
matters as might, were it not for the exist- 
‘ence of: the. Federation, occasion swife 
disastrous to both employer and employe. 
The beginning of the year witnesséd an 
extensive. strike in the building industry, 
which continued for four months. During 
this dispute a number of buildings were 
picketted, and a poster was displayed giving 
the naine ofthe employer: ‘‘ Blacked by the 
Building Trade Group. 3 

This was an entirely new feature introduced 
into strikes, and it being considered by the 
Council that any introduction of personalities 
was entirely outside the privileges conferred 
on the ane Á unions under the law, and that 
the action was absolutely illegal, the atten- 
tion of the authorities was drawn to this 
matter; a’ stop was put to the display of 
these notices. e's 
One of the objects of this Federation 1s to 
keep a watchful eye on any encroachments 
which may ‘be made by trade unions beyond 
the privileges conferred by law, and every 
effort will be made to see that Labour does 
not. exceed the very wide powers by which 
it is already favoured. 

The International Labour Conference was 
held at Geneva in the month of May, and 
the Minister for Industry and Commerce ap- 
inted, as representatives of employers, Dr. 
Lombard Murphy and Mr. Henry Dockrell, 
and both attended. The delegates reported 
that, as was to be expected, the question ol 
unemployment was considered the major 
roblem before the Conference at the moment, 
Vhile no-cure for unemployment was put 
forward by either employers or employés, the 
delegates of the employes urged as a remedy 
that shoter hours should be worked and more 
men taken on in industry. 


TWENTY YEARS’ SERVICE. 


In the month of June, 1911, the industry of 
the city was in a state of turmoil, and strikes 
were of daily occurrence, the doctrine of 
‘“‘ tainted goods ” was spread throughout the 
city, and no employer or establishment knew 
the day or moment when business would be 
suspended in furtherance of this pernicious 
policy. The Dublin Employers’ Federation 
was brought into existence to combat these 
conditions, and with the exception of some 
disturbances, which were fought on clear-cut 
issues,.the members have been able to pursue 
their vocations in peace. 

Though the Federation has responsibility to 
none .but its members, it has at all times ex- 
tended the benefits of its experience to in- 
dividuals. and associations seeking such. It 
has helped in the formation of associations 
in various parts of the country, and..its 
machinery. has been used to organise 1m- 
portant gatherings of employers which have 
taken place in the city, 

The Constitution of the Federation has been 
framed to provide the most perfect organisa- 
tion of associations of employers in each 
branch of industry, and, whilst giving to each 
section the fullest autonomy in its own dis- 
tinctive affairs, would be capable uf securing 
united. consideration of any question, and 
united action where such should be deemed 
advisable. 

The report regretted the deaths of Mr. 
William Crowe, 
Dublin Employers’ Federation; Mr. Robert 
Vickers Dixon, who, since the foundation of 
the Federation, till prevented by illness held 
a seat upon the Council, and Mr. George M. 
Collins, senior partner of the firm of Messrs. 
Casey, Clay and Collins, legal advisers of

MOSCOW DESIGNS IN 
ENGLAND. 


STARTLING REPORTS 
FROM GERMANY.

BERLIN, Tuesday. 
Startling rumours are prevalent in Com- 
munist circles here concerning an alleged 
secret conference in London to-day between 
British and Russian Communists in con- 


i! nection with the British general election. 
| Another such conference, it is said, will 


take place in Liverpool next Thursday. 

All kinds of reports are being ¢irculated 
in the revolutionary underworld here as to 
what is going to happen during the British 
elections. 

Given for what they are worth—and it 
should be emphasised that it has been im- 
possible to obtain confirmation of these 
reports—they include plans made in 
Moscow for a “ programme of disorders ”’ 
to be carried out in Dundee, Greenock and 
Battersea between October 21 and 27; a 
subsidy of a million gold roubles to be 
spent in Communist ‘agitation in Great 
Britain; a further subsidy of half a 
million gold roubles to be devoted to pro- 
paganda in the British Army and Navy; 
and substantial financial help for Com- 
munist publications in Great Britain. 

It is further stated that secret agents 
of the Communist International have 
already arrived in England by air from 
Berlin, while according to yet another 
rumour a committee of five British Com- 
munists has beén formed. in Moscow to 
direct the. operations of Red agents in 
Great Britain. 

[Norse.—Reuter’s Correspondent has 
been unable to obtain any confirmation of 
these reports from police headquarters in 
Berlin, nor can it be ascertained whether 
any Russians have recently left for London 
or any British for Moscow in connection 
with any “ revolutionary ” activities. ]

PIG-BEEEDING. 


Pig-breeding must “be .placéód on a more 
systematic basis if Irish bacon and hams are 
to hold their place on the British market. 
The trade in fresh pork from the Irish Free 
State has, no doubt, improved considerably 
but it should not be permitted to develop 
at the expense of the bacon-curing industry 
nor is it wise to rely too much on the export 
of live pigs. What is wanted is more con- 
sistent pig-breeding and increased production 
of bacon. There is also need for a strong 
effort to hold the export butter market for a 
greater part of the year by exporting fresh 
produce and not putting so much into cold 
store. By this means 1 believe that Irish 
Free State butter-makers would make more 
money than at present, provided there was a 
return to organised marketing. 

Although yet too early to make an accurate 
forecast, there appears to be reason for 
expecting that there will be a good demand 
and satisfactory prices for home-fed turkeys 
this season on account of the rate of exchange 
being against such countries as usually send 
turkeys over at Christmas. 


FREE STATE BUTTER. 


In the class for slightly salted butter for 
keeping (2Ib.) in 1lb. bricks there were thirty- 
one entries, six of which came from Free 
State creameries. The prizes all went to 
samples from private dairies in England, 
while Raledtendbrcen, Co. Roscommon, and 
Black Abbey, Adare, Co. Limerick, 
Creameries were commended. 

Entries of butter on this occasion total] 438, 
as compared with 413 last year, and the 
exhibits have reached a high standard “of 
quality. In the section for bacon and hams, 
however, the entries have fallen by almost 
50 per cent., the number of exhibits being 
sixty-four | 

There has been a slight decline in the total 
entry of cream, the value of which as a cagn 
product 1s steadily increasing. 

Cattle are ig under last year's figure, 
and number , but in point of productive- 
ness they mark an advance, the average milk 
yield of the cows shown being higher. Goats, 
always a strong feature here, are better than 
ever with 105 entries, which made a pretty 
picture as they were judged in charge of 
bh oe prt re due overalls.

When the French franc depreciated they 
transferred their headquarters to lrance to 
enjoy the benefits of the British pound there. 
Similarly, if America were to desert the gold 
standard to-morrow, these «migres, who owe 
allegiance to no country, would be discovered 
hastily booking their passages across the 
Atlantic to the United States. Like tinkers, 
they travel around from place to place in 
search of a spot that will offer them the best 
attractions and advantages for their money 
in the way of an easy and comiortable 
living. 

For the most part they are selfish, and 
have no national or patriotic sentiments. 
The one thing about their own 
country which does appeal to them, 
newever. is its security for purposes of 
investment. To them there is no stock or 
security in the world like British War Loan, 
or even Free State Government Loans, be- 
cause the interest payments are made without 
any deductions for income tax. By purchas- 
ing these funds they can have an assured in- 
come, They are never, like the home resident, 
worried about income tax or sur-tax. Their 


contribution to the protection of their capital 
is nil. 


THE SHADOW OF MR. 
SNOWDEN. 


How they will suffer, however, when the 
great Snowden Conversion Scheme is carried 
out, which will convert War Loan into a 
Security yielding a lower rate of interest, 
and will make the interest payments suffer 
tax by deduction at the source! Just imagine 
five shillings deducted from every pound re- 
mitted abroad to these wealthy ‘‘ swallows,”’

PLAY AT ELM PARK. 

It is unfortunate that there has been some 
delay in getting going at Elm Park. The 
hall required some finishing touches, and the 
Badminton Union naturally did not wish to 
begin play till all was complete. It is hoped, 
however, that play will be possible next 
week, and though time for getting into form 
will be short, much can be done in the time. 

The selectors will be faced with the greatest 
dificulty, and it would seem that in picking 
the team they will have to be guided almost 
entirely by last season’s performances. This 
match must be regarded as a trial for the 
international to be played against Wales 
early in December, and this would be un- 
fortunate for Leinster candidates but that 
they will have a further opportunity of show- 
ing their paces in the Close Championships. 


BIG EFFORTS BY NORTH. 

The result of the interprovincial match will 
be awaited with more than ordinary interest ; 
for Northern players are making a bold bid 
to outstrip those of the Midlands. Last 
season the North won both the Senior and 
Junior Interprovincial matchés, and Braemar, 
a Northern club, won the [rish Junior Cup. 
Indeed, the Midland Branch was not repre- 
sented in this final at all; for Monkstown, 
who came through the Leinster portion of 
the competition, was knocked out by 
Limerick P.Y.M.A. in the semi-final. 


SANDFORD HARD PRESSED. 

More surprising, perhaps, than anything 
else was the hard run given by Wellington 
to Sandford in the final of the Irish Senior 
Cup. As is well known, Sandford have held 
this trophy for something like thirty years, 
ever since its inception in fact, and during 
that time they have hardly ever been closely 
pressed. It is true that they had not a 
strong side out for last season's final, a 
notable absentee being W. Hamilton, the 
Irish champion, who had not recovered from 
the injury sustained in the English 
championships. All the same it was as ock 
to find the tie resulting in a score of four 
matches all, and that only on a count of 
games were Sandford declared winners by 
ten games to eight. 

The appearance of Wellington in the final 
was in itself an indication that strength is 
more general amongst Northern clubs than 
heretofore. The Strollers B.C. has for 
years enjoyed a supremacy in the North 
comparable to that of Sandford in the Mid- 


— > 


Strollers were competitors last season and 
were knocked out by Wellington in the 
first round. That might, in the ordinary 
course, have been taken as a snap victory, 
but Wellington’s performance against Sand- 
ford confirmed its merit. 


ULSTER BRANCH’S POLICY. 

This levelling up process is fairly general 
in Ulster, and is. fostered by the Northern 
Branch, who encourage clubs and individuals 
to seek the best possible opposition. Un- 
fortunately, thig is not the policy of the 
Midland Branch executive, who seem to 
regard senior clubs and ‘players as afflictions 
which have to. be borne, as they cannot be 
shaken off. No proof was necessary to 
make it evident that such an attitude is 
not.in the best interests of the game. Proof 
has, however, been forthcoming in the con- 
trast between the results achieved by the 
Northern and Midland Branches. 

Major J. D. M. McCallum, hon. secretary 
of the Northern Branch, and most active of 
badminton propagandists, has brought a 
strong team to the South of Ireland, where 
it is at present touring. The itinerary 
includes Limerick, Cork, and Waterford, and 
his team is as follows :—J. McCallum, 

; Boyle. N. V. Goldsmith, 8. E. 
Skuce, Mrs. Horsley, Mrs. Dickie, Mrs. G. 
E. Stewart, and Miss Young. The advance 
of the game in the South has been shown 
by good performatices’ against these power- 
ful players, and it is hoped to deal with 
the tour as a whole when it is completed. 
Major McCallum has, this season, substituted 
the Southern tour for his usual autumn tour 
on the Continent, and South of Ireland 
badminton is by so much a winner. 


EARLIER START NECESSARY. 

Entries for the Middle League close to-day 
(Wednesday), and it may be supposed that 
the various sections will.at once be arranged, 
so that an early start may be made Last 
season these competitions were not finished 
till late in April, by which time much of the 
interest. had evaporated. It seems a pity 
that a couple of. weeks in the early part of 
the season are not availed of to make such 
a tardy finish unnecessary.

MR. R. J. HOSE ON THE 
CAUSES OF THE 
COLLAPSE. 


The forty-third: annual meeting of the

Mr. R. J. Hose (the chairman) said that 
the “economic blizzard’’ from which the 
world was suffering had blown nowhere more 
fiercely than in the countries where the bank 
worked, due to the fact that a were pro- 
ducers: of ‘primary commodities, the slump im 
which -was at the root of all their troubles. 
The departure of Great Britain from the gold 


due to’ conditions “abroad rather than here, 
the crisis in Central Europe having induced 
a nervousness in foreign markets ‘which had 
led them to draw their cash balances from 
London in order to strengthen their own posi- 
tions. Owing to the world maldistribution 
of gdid; many financial centres had been 
endeavouring to work on an inadequate basis 
of credit, and, with the heavy withdrawals 
of gold,.Gteat Britain was at last forced to 
protect’ her slender reniaining stocks of the 

recious metal. Faced with the crisis, Great 
Britain’ ‘rose to the “emergency. 

SOUND POSITION OF BRITAIN. 

The first desideratam of a balanced Budget 
was immediately achieved, while the second— 
‘namely, “the maintenance of a satisfactory 
trade position—wads the object of such nation- 
wide activity that it had already resulted if 
political developments in which old party 
alignments might disap in the endeavour 
to inaugurate a truly national govern- 
mental régime, whose primary object would 
be to maintain the credit of the country. 
Great Britain remained fundamentally in a 
sound position, and, with her unrivalled 
financial experience and enormous resources, 
would ‘undoubtedly rétain undiminished her 
monetary predominance There was, he was 
sure, no necessity for him to emphasise that 
Great Britain always had, and always would, 
honourably fulfil her obligations, and that, 
in the words of the Chancellor of the Exche- 

uer, “there was not the least danger of 
the pound’ going the way of the mark or the 
fear io! 

THE PRECIPITATE FALL IN PRICES. 

Déaling with South America, the fact was 
hard to realise that prices of its products had 
continued to fall so precipitately that they 
were down, not merely to pre-war levels, but 
in the majority of cases to as much as 40 
per cent. below. As an example of what this 
meant, during the first eight months of 1931 
Argentina actually increased the volume of 
her export trade by 72 per cent. over that 
for the same period of 1930, but the total 
value was some 3 per cent. less. When it 
was borne in mind that the other South 
American countries had not been so fortunate 


las Argentina, inasmuch as a fall in values 


had been accompanied by a decline in expor*s, 
the dire effect upon their economy might 
well be imagined. To this state of affairs 
ight. be directly ascribed the grave exchange 
ficulties with which practically all the 
Republies were faced, as well as the default 
of foreign debt services into which Bolivia. 
Brazil, Chile and Peru had been driven during 
the past few months. In order to restore as 
far as ible their economic balance, the 
South yet pe connie nm 
icting imports drastically, so that. aiready 
BC “in balance á .merchandise 
‘trade was reemerging in. Argentina and 
Chile.. Necessary though this import restric- 
tion might be from the point of view of the 
individual -country, it was indicative of the 
slow-up of world trade, due to the present 
breakdown in international credit machinery, 
and was of little comfort to exporting coum 
A enter factor 
now- eperating - strongly. to contract export 
trade with South Amoricat-—and thereby also 
banking business—was the official control of 
exchange established in the principal trading 
countries there—namely, Argentina, Brazil, 
Chile and Colombia. The existing difficulty 
of obtaining return remittances in sterling 
for exported goods sold,in local South Amert- 
can currencies was so obviously discouraging 
to our overseas trade that he need not com- 
ment further upon this additional evidence of 
the freezing up of international commerce due 
to present credit conditions, beyond saying 
that so serious was the position likely to be- 
come very soon that an early solution must 
be forthcoming if the wheels of commerce 
were not to stop. 
AGGRAVATION OF THE DIFFICULTIES. 
To sum up the situation in South America, 
was that the income of that continent had, 
through the slump in a been reduced to 
a level quite out of alignment with external 
obligations. The continent had, therefore, a 
vital interest in the adjustment and stabilisa- 
tion of prices and the restoration of interna- 
tional credit, the dislocation of which was 
now so generally recognised and deplored. 
‘Under normal conditions the foreign indebted- 
ness of Latin America would have been ad- 
justed by increased shipments of goods, plus 
a continuation of lending “rom abroad. In 
fact.. however, the supply of loans from New 
up during the current 
ear, while the decline in commerce with the 
United States had been particularly marked. 
Commenting at the last meeting upon the 
cause of the slump in world. prices and the 
advantages of the preservation of the gold 
standard, he had referred to the dangers 
arising from the. sterilisation of large gold 
stocks in certain centres, and this unbalanced 
state of affairs had since driven many coun- 
tries off the gold standard. Despite the

In Chile the remarkable patriotic resnonse 
of the general communitv in aid of the 
Government at the time of the recent Com- 
mvnistic agitation in certain naval units was 
sufficient indication of the fervent adherence 
of the Chilean nation to constitutional rule 
and ordered progress.

drawal from those countries. He thought 
that shareholders would agree that it was 
prudent for the bank not only to maintain at 
all their branches a full proportion of cur- 
rency to meet all demands, but also to make 
adequate provision for all contingencies in 
the hight of present circumstances, although 
it was disappointing to have to make such 
an adjustment in their reserve after stabilisa- 
tion had been effected in certain countries in 
which the bank worked. Although, as was 
to be expected. in view of the world-wide 
trade depression, the total of the balance 
Sheet and the various working items 
shown therein had contracted a  sub- 
stantial- part of such contraction was also 
due to the lower rates of conversion of cer- 
tain currency items. ‘The net profits for the 
ear were some £30,000 lower at £461,383.
